GOOD-BYE TO MR. CHRISTIE, WELCOME TO MR. HILL 


Our retiring principal, Mr. Christie, started a career in education at Weston 
Collegiate as a steady teacher in January of 1933. 

He grew up and went to school in Owen Sound and then came to Toronto to 

take a four-year course in Classics at Victoria College, University of Toronto, and 
. then went on to the Ontario College of Education. 

Starting to look for a job in September of 1932, at a time when positions were 
scarce, Mr. Christie was fortunate to be offered a position as a supply teacher at 
Weston. 

He taught Latin, English, and Civilian Defense (during the war) and he had a few 
students interested in Greek for whom he found time to teach classes before and 
after school. He was subsequently made head of the Latin Department. 

In 1958 Mr. Christie was appointed principal and now his career at Weston has 
come to an end. After leaving the school he will serve in the capacity of an assistant 
administrator for one year with the Borough of York Board of Education until his 
retirement is final. 

In his capacity as principal he has found that there was not a great deal of 
opportunity for travel since he had to supervise promotions and find replacements 
for those leaving the teaching staff. He intends in the future to be able to spend his 
winters in Florida or some other warm spot and his summers at his cottage and 
travel anywhere else he desires, but he will still watch with interest the progress of 
education at Weston since he has been striving for a new school for many years. 

We regret losing Mr. Christie but we wish him many years of contentment on his 
retirement knowing we appreciate him. 

We will all be pleased to welcome Mr. Harris Hill as principal in September. It 
would be hard to find anyone else to fill the gap so well in our administration. 

Mr. Hill lived in Toronto until he received a Bachelor of Commerce degree from 
the University of Toronto. He then went to the University of Western Ontario to do 
work in geography until he qualified as a high school teacher. From 1951 until 1964 
he taught geography in Orillia. Being a 
Torontonian at heart he returned and 
became  vice-principal at York 
Memorial. 

During his short time at Weston 
this year he proved his ability and will 
be principal at Weston next fall.

YOUTH OF TODAY 


Youth of today. Synonymous with 
long hair, tight pants, beards, loss of 
femininity, immorality, drug 
dependence, delinquency, ingratitude, 
gurus, vulgarity, dirt, rebellion, and 
misinterpretation of words and practice 
of love? True. But let’s discuss the 
majority for a change. 

For the past six years (give or take a 
few) a slow process of evolution has 
changed the thinking of the 
under-twenty set.

Let's relax with some good 
music. For it is good music. You just 
have to find your brand. Then you may 
gain an insight into the young, through 
their favourite medium.

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This is the speech Doug Standing 
gave to the Weston Lions’ Club in 
Westminster United Church, Wed- 
nesday, January 8, 1969. 


Gentlemen: I feel honored and flattered as a 
Grade 13 student, 19 years of age,to be 
invited here this evening to speak to you. I 
was most happy to accept your invitation, so 
that I might have this opportunity to tell you 
about the Christmas Basket Drive. There are 
also other areas in which strong ties lie 
between the Weston Lions’ Club and Weston 
Collegiate Institute. 


First I would like to concentrate on the 
Christmas Basket Drive, which has provided a 
decade of service to the Community. Weston 
Collegiate likes to think that we are helping 
the Lions’ Club perform this service. 


І have been involved in the drive for the past 
three years, and it was my privilege as 
Campaign Chairman of the Student Council 
for 1968, to head this year’s drive. 


It is our goal each year to surpass the total of 
food and toys of the previous year. At Weston 
this year we reached an all time high for the 
United Appeal Drive, and we went all out to 
make the Christmas Drive just as successful. 


Although the food raised was just average, our 
toy drive surpassed our expectations The 
council thought that this year’s Christmas 
Drive made all 1200 students and every child 
on the list happy. 


We were able to pack at least three new toys 
per child, and we also sent 5 boxes of toys to 


a Retarded Children’s hospital and 6 boxes to 
the Salvation Army Welfare Services.

There is something about raising food and 
toys for those less fortunate than ourselves at 
Christmas.

That last day was mass confusion in the 
school foyer. As we delivered the baskets to 
the grateful families, we remembered our own 
blessings which might have been forgotten at 
this time of plenty. 


This activity, sponsored by the Lions’ Club, 
gives the Weston teenager the chance to 
prove that young men and women aren’t all 
newspaper headline makers for murder, 
assault or theft.

CANADA 
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THE LONDON CONFERENCE

During the Christmas holidays, I had ап 
experience that every student would like to 
have but few get the chance to enjoy. In 
the company of 33 Canadian students, 
from Powell River, B.C., to St. John’s, 
Nfld., I attended a series of lectures held in 
London every year. London has been 
playing host to this Unesco Conference for 
26 years but this was only the second year 
that Canada has sent a delegation. It was 
originally intended for British students 
only, but the response was so great that 
their programme has been extended to 
include other countries as well. This year 
there were about 2,000 students, from 
England, Scotland, Wales, West Germany, 
Denmark, U.S.A. and Canada. 

We were five days in London, four of 
which were spent in Central Hall opposite 
Westminster Abbey. The conference was 
mainly concerned with religion’s place in 
the world today, on a national and 
international level. Apparently, this was the 
first year they have had a theme of this sort 
and it was very successful. Every day we 
heard lectures by very prominent and 
qualified speakers. One of the lectures I 
enjoyed the most was given on the third 
day when a Buddhist, a Hindu, a Moslem, a 
Jew, a Marxist, and a Christian discussed 
the various angles of their religion. The 
floor was open to questions after each 
lecture. Canada took a very active part in 
the questioning and the discussions, and I 
admit that I feel very proud of the 
contribution we made. A girl from Ottawa 
was one of four students chosen for a 
student debate on the last day. 

I think we all enjoyed the discussion 
groups in the afternoon more than any 
other facet of the conference. There were 
about 100 discussion groups with 20 or so 
students in each. It was here that we really 
got a chance to meet and talk with students 
from other countries. We discussed such 
questions as, “Is a universally accepted 
code of ethics possible? Does a man need a 
principle to which to be committed if he is to 
enjoy a full life? Which should a man 
follow — the dictates of his conscience or 
religion or those of his society and state?” 


The questions were interesting but we 
could find no simple answer. 

During these four days we actually 
worked very hard and used every spare 
minute to see what we could of the city 
herself. The conference arranged two 
special evening programmes, a dance and an 
International Concert, but for the most 
part our evenings were our own. 

When our business in London was 
finished, we were all divided and sent to 
stay with families living outside London. I 
was one of the 17 students sent to Bristol, 
a lovely city on the West Coast. We spend 
one day in Stratford-on-Avon and Warwick 
and another day in Bath. They left the rest 
of our days for sight-seeing or shopping or 
just catching up on all the sleep we missed 
in London. During one of these days I was 
lucky enough to go to Wales with my 
“foster family.” On another day I took a 
“busman’s holiday” and went to an English 
girls’ school with the girl in my family. I’ve 
decided that school is school wherever you 
go. 

On the llth of January we all 
converged on the Grand Hotel again in 
London to tie up loose ends before we left 
on the 13th. We had a meeting with a 
Unesco representative who was eager to 
hear our criticisms of the conference. The 
night before we left we met with Mr. 
Trudeau for an hour or so, along with other 
Canadian students who were studying 
abroad. It seems easier to tie our Prime 
Minister down for an hour or so when he is 
out of his own country. 

Last year Canada sent 18 delegates: this 
year 33. Next year I only hope they can 
double that number again. It is a wonderful 
experience for any student. It impressed 
me more to be seeing this country for the 
first time with other students and I 


_absorbed much more because I was out in a 


learning situation. The conference showed 
me that many young people are interested 
in building a friendly future and that 
countries of different faiths and beliefs can 
discuss the most delicate subjects with 
tolerance and understanding.

All of the skits and the musical entertainment deserve 
recognition, but the most recognition should be given to the 
students themselves for a job well done, and to the teachers 
for their assistance and supervision.

Each year, the students of W.C.I. raise money for the 
United Appeal campaign. At the end of the week there is an 
annual variety show and United Appeal dance. The theme 
undergoes drastic changes from year to year. This year’s 
United Appeal show was presented as a “show within a 
show”. The final rehearsal of the cast was to be the show 
itself. 

Usual format underwent distinct changes as painters 
worked, stage crews marched back and forth as the director, 
Bob Stephens, continued working. Although at times the 
stage was occupied due to group participation, like a Pat 
Paulsen rally, there was still acting, singing, and dancing, 
which were separate performances given by talented (?) 
students of W.C.I. 

Judging from the reaction of the audience to “The 
Rehearsal” the entire cast deserved congratulations on their 
all-out effort to make this show a real success.
